In response to the Office Action mailed on September 15, 2005, Applicant respectfully requests 
ttiat the above-identified application be reconsidered in view of the remarks which follow, that 
each of the pending claims be allowed, and that the application be passed to issue. 

REMARKS 

Present Status of Application 

Claims 1, 3, 5-11 and 27-28 remain in this application. Claims 1, 3, 6-9 and 27 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Desclos et al (U.S. Patent No. 6,160,512). 
Claims 5, 10-11 and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Desclos et al. 

Reconsideration of this application is respectfully requested in light of the following remarks. 

The teaching of Desclos et al is mischaracterized in the office action insofar as three mutually 
exclusive embodiments are combined to deprecate the claimed invention. 

In the rejection of claim 1 , the office action lists the limitations of the claim and identifies figures 
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
